FOREST FIRE8~NOW 


RAGK IN MICHIGAN 


WITH MUCH DAMAGE. 


Detroit, Aug. 1.—The most severe 


forest fires in several years, cover- 
ing a considerable area, are raging 
In the northern part of lower Michi- 
gan, according to advices 
received 


here. The flames are making con- 
siderable 
headway In Kalkaska, 


Crawford, Antrim and Otsego conn- 
ties where the tlmberlands are re- 
ported to be very dry as the result 
of the continued hot weather and the 
lack of rain. 
In Antrim county where the lines 


of fire extend about 12 miles, two 
lumber camps already have 
been 


wiped out. 
Lumber companies everywhere in 


the affected region have called upon 
their employes to fight the flames. 
Members of the Thirty-third regi- 
ment, Michigan National Guard, en- 
camped at Grayling, Crawford coun- 
ty, have been detailed almost dally 
to fight fires that at times threaten 
to endanger the ramp. 
No estimate has been made by the 


fire warden's department as to tho 
amount of damage so far caused by 
the firm.

order to move to the border come 
while some of their companies are 
below the minimum peace strength 
When the college men are discharg- 
ed September 1, in accordance witli 
orders issued by the war department 
and the men with dependents are al- 
so released there will ba 
severa 


companies without as many men as 
the war department requires. Guard 
officers fear that they may not be 
permitted to take their regiments to 
the border unless all companies have 
the required number. 


The receipt of an order from cen- 


tral department to the effect that al 
guardsmen whose terms of enlist- 
ment expires within the next 30 
days should be discharged at once 
was announced 
today. 
Although 


some officers were inclined to re- 
gard this order as indicating that a 
movement to the border is contem- 
plated soon, others said the order 
was a routine matter and of no 6ig- 
mticance. 


The fifth regiment under Colonel 


Charles X Zimmerman went on 
a 


six mile hike today. Other regiments 
lesumed drilling as a consequence 
of the cooler temperature which fol- 
lowed yesterday's storm.

blankets,

windstorm jesterday. Some of these 
things were found two miles away 
from the camp. 


Camp Willis today emerged from 


muck aud sodden outfits left in the 
wake 01 the storm of Monday even- 
ing. 
After pissing a night in drip- 


pins tents and soaked blankets, day- 
break found the guardsmen at work 
removing the 
effects of the storm. 


Drainage had

night 
converted 
the 


streets of the camp into mud roads, 
and the camp site was rapidly 
be- 


coming habitable. 
Tents 
were re- 


pegged, clothing, bed 
clothes 
and 


tents were dried under the rays of 
the sun, and the 
guards

newed interest in banking and mak- 
ing their quarters stormproof. 


Proof that the physical endurance

It mean* the strength of reunion. It 
meaua that the party of Lincoln it re 
Btored, alert, effective. It means the 
unity of common perception of para-i 
mount national needs. It means that I 
we are neither deceived nor benumb* 
ed by abnormal conditions. We know 
that we are in a critical period, per- 
haps more critical than any period 
since the civil war. We need a dom- 
inant sense of national unity, the ex- 
ercise of our best constructive powers, 
the vigor and resourcefulness of a j 
quickened America. We desire that 
the Republican party, as a great lib- 
eral party, shall be the agency of a| 
national achievement, the organ o?| 
the effective expression of dominant 
Americanism. 
What do I mean by ' 


that? I mean America conscious of j 
power, awake to obligation, erect in I 
self-respect, prepared for every emerg- j

"The dealing of the administration,''; 


Mr. Hughes declared, "constitute a | 
confused chapter of blunders. We' 
have not helped Mexico.

prostrate, Impoverished, famine-strick- 
en, overwhelmed with the woss and 
outrages of internecine strife, the 
hflpless victim of a condition of an- 
archy, which the course of the admlq-1 
istratiou only served to promote. For 
ourselves, we have witnessed the mur- 
der of our citizens and the destruo- \ 
lion of their property. We have made 
enemies, not friends. Instead of com- 
manding respect and deserving good 
will by sincerity, firmness and con- 
sistency, we provoked misapprehen-: 
sion and> deep resentment. In the light j 
of the conduct of the administration, • 
no one could understand its profes-, 
sions. Decrying interference, we in-1 
terfered most exasperatingly.

have not even kept out of actual con-, 
flict, and the soil of Mexico is stained !

Reviewing the interference with ' 


Huerta, Mr. Hughes characterized it 
as "a vacillating and ineffective inter-1 
vention," and as "the height of folly." 


' So far as the character of Huerta 


Is concerned, the hollowness of the ' 
pretensions on this score is revealed 
by the administration's 
subsequent 


patronage of Villa (whose qualifica- 
tions as an assassin are indisputable), 
whom apparently the administration, 
was ready to recognize had he achiev- 
ed Ills end and tulfllled what then 
seemed to be its hope. 


Case of Huerta. 


"The questions is not as to the non- 


recognition of Huerta. The adminis-

After describing the ifcfcure of Vera-

est In our demand that Huerta must 
go. That is, we seized Vera Crux to 
depose Huerta. The question of the 
salute was a mere pretext. 


"Meanwhile the administration ut- 


terly failed to perform Us obvious 
duty to secure protection for the lives 
and property of our citizens. 
The 


bitter hatred aroused by the course 
of the administration multiplied out- 
rages, while our failure to afford pro- 
tection to our citizens evoked the 
scorn and contempt of Mexicans, Con- 
sider the ignominious incident 
at 


Tampico in connection with the cap- 
ture of Vera Cruz. In the midst of 
the greatest danger to the hundreds 
of Americans congregated at Tampico, 
our ships which were in the harbor | 
were withdrawn and our citizens were i 
saved only by the intervention of Ger- j 
man officers and were taken away by i 
British and German ships.

"Destroying 
the 
government o?' 


Huerta, wo l«>ft Mexico to the ravages j 
of revolutions. I shall not attempt to I 
narrate the sickening story of the bar- j 
barities committed, or of tie carnival j 
of murder and lust. We were then ' 
told that Mexico was entitled to spill j 
as much blood as she pleased to settle j 
her affairs. The administration vacil-! 
lated with respect to the embargo on ' 
the export of arms and munitions to ! 
Mexico. There was an utter absence j 
of consistent policy.

"For a time we bestowed friendship ' 


on Villa. 
Ultimately we recognized 


Carranza, not on the ground that he ;

conclusively in the note of the secre- 
tary of state of June 20, 1916.

"The Santa Ysabel massacre, t'ne ' 


raid on Columbus, the bloodshed at 
j 


Cariizal, are fresh in your minds. ' 
After the Columbus raid we started a i 
'punitive expedition.' We sent a thin 
line of troops hundreds of miles into i 
Mexico, between two lines of railway, j 
neither of which we were allowed to ! 
use and w"aich we did not feel at lib- J 
erty to seize. We were refused per- i 
mission to enter the towns. Though j 
thus restricted, the enterprise was j 
stfll regarded by the Mexicans as a ', 
menace. 
Our troops faced hostile ( 
forces, and it is not remarkable that i 
our men fell at Carrizal.

Ordered to Withdraw. 


"What other result could be ex-' 


pected? 
We were virtually ord-ercd , 


to withdraw, and without accomplish-' 
ing our purpose we have been with- j 
drawing and we are now endeavoring 
to safeguard our own territory. The 
entire national guard has been order- 
ed out, and many thousands of cur 
citizens have been taken from their 
peaceful employment and hurried to 
the Mexican border. The administra-' 
tion was to seize and punish Villa for 
his outrage on our soil. It has not i 
punished anyone; we went in only to ' 
retire, and future movements are ac-,

"The conduct of this administra- 


tion ba* ortaled dlflk-ultHu which we 
•hall have to surmount. We shall 
»*»• to overcome the antipathy need- 
teafir «r**«|l by that conduct and de 
V<rfop genuine reapect and confidence. 
We shall have to adopt a new policy, 
• policy of- nrmnesa and conslBtency, 
through which alone we can promote 
an enduring friendship. 
We demand 


from Mexico the protection of the 
lives and the property of our citizens 
and the security of our border from 
depredations. Mud* will be gained if 
Mexico is convinced that we contem- 
plate no meddlesome 
interference 


with what does not concern us, but 
that we propose to Insist in a firm 
and candid manner upon the perform- 
ance of international obligations. To 
a stable government, 
appropriately 


discharging Its international duties, 
we should give ungrudging support. A 
short period of firm, consistent and 
friendly dealing will accomplish more 
than many years of vacillation." 


War and American Rights. 


Discussing the European war and 


the maintenance of American rights. 
Mr. Hughes declared, that "national 
security demands that there shall be 
no faltering with American rights." 
Continuing ho said: 


"We countenance no covert policies, 


no intrigues, no secret schemes. We 
are 
unreservedly, \ devotedly, whole- 


heartedly, for the United States. That 
is the rallying point for all Americans. 
That is my position. I stand for the 
unflinching maintenance of all Ameri 
can rights on land and sea. 


"We have had a clear and definite 


mission as a great neutral nation. It 
was for us to maintain the integrity 
of international law; to vindicate our 
right as neutrals; to protect the lives 
of our citizens, their property and 
trade from wrongful acts. At least 
we are entitled to the safeguarding o! 
American rights, but this has not Deen 
secured. We "nave had brave words 
in a series of notes, but despite our 
protests the lives of Americans have 
been destroyed. 
What does it avail 


to use som? of the strongest words 
known to diplomacy,- if ambassadors 
can receive the impression that the | 
words are not to be taken seriously? 
It is not words, but the strength and j 
resolution behind the 
words that j 


count. 
i 


"Had this government by the use of ; 


both inloimal and formal diplomatic i 
opportunities left no doubt that when 
we said 'strict accountability' we 
meant precisely what we said, and 
that we should unhesitatingly vindi- 
cate that position, I am confident that 
there would have been no destruction 
of American lives by the sinking of 
the Lusitania. Moreover, a firm Amer- 
can policy would have been strongly 
supported by ow people and the op- j 
portunities for the development of bit- 
ter feeling would have been vastly re- 
duced. 


Assurance of Peace. 


"It is a great mistake to say that i 


resolution in protecting rigats would | 
liave led to war. Rather, in that 
course lay the 
best assurance 
o£ i 


peace. 
Weakness and indecision in j 


the maintenance of known rights are 
always sources of grave danger. They 
forfeit respect 
and invite serious 


wrongs, which in turn create an un- 
controllable popular resentment. That 
is not the path of national security, i 
Not only have we a host of resources 
abort of war by which to Enforce our 
Just demands, but we shall never pro- 
mote our pea^e by being stronger in | 
words than in deeds. We should not j 
have found it difficult to maintain 
peace, but we should "nave maintained 
peace with honor. During this crit- 
ical period the only danger of war has 
Iain in the weak course of the admin* 
istration." 


The nation bad no ulterior purposes, j 


Mr. Hughes said, and added: "We de- 
nounce all plots and conspiracies in ' 
the interest cf any foreign nation. 
Utterly intolerable is the use of our 
soil for alien intrigues." 


Referring to 'preparedness, Mr. 


Hughes stated: "We are a peace-lov- 
ing people, but we live in a world of 
arms. We have no thought of aggres- 
sion, and we desire to pursue our 
democratic ideals without the wastes 
of strife. So devoted are we to these 
ideals, so intent upon our normal de- 
velopment, that I do not believe that

national guard has be?n ordered out— 
that is, we are summoning practically 
all our movable military forces in or- 
der to prevent baBdU incursions. In 
view of the warnings ot 113 past three 
years, it is inexcusable that we should 
find ourselves In'this plight. 


"We demand adequate national de- 


fense, adequate protection on both 
western and eastern coasts. We de- 
mand thoroughness and efficiency In 
both arms of the swvlcp. It seann to 
be plain that onr regular army is too 
small. I believe, further, that there 
should be not only a reasonable in- 
crease in the regular army, but that 
the first citizen reserve subject to call 
should be enlisted as & federal army 
and trained under federal authority. 
In our proposals there is, I repeat, no 
militarism. There is simple insist- 
ence upon common sense in providing 
reasonable measures of security and 
avoiding the perils of neglect. 
We 


must have the strength of self-respect, 
a strength which contains no threat, 
but assuies our defense, safeguards 
our rights and conserves ou£ peace." 


Mr. Hughes declared that the coun- 


try was deeply Interested in the or- 
ganization of peace. New conditions 
which it must meet would follow the 
end of the war. He continued: 


"We are undisciplined, defective in 


organization, loosely knit, industrially 
unprepared. Our opponents promised 
to reduce the cost of living. This they 
failed to do, but they did reduce the 
opportunities of making a living. Let 
us not forget the conditions that ex- 
isted in this country under the new 
tariff prior to the outbreak of the war. 
Production had decreased, business 
was languishing, 
new 
enterprises 


were not undertaken. Instead of ex- 
pansion there was curtailment and 
our streets were filled with the un- 
employed. It was estimated that in 
the city of New" York over 300,000 
were out of work. Throughout the 
country the Jobless demanded relief. 


The Tariff. 


"It is plain that we must have pro- 


tective, upbuilding policies. It is idle 
to look for relief to the Democratic 
party, which, as late as 1912 declared 
In its platform that it was 'a funda- 
mental principle of the Democratic 
party that the federal government un 
der the constitution had no right or 
power to impose or collect tariff du 
ties except for the purpose of rev- 
enue.' We are told in its present plat- 
form that taere have been momentous 
changes in the past two years, and, 
hence, repudiating its former attitude 
the Democratic pai ty now declares for 
a nonpartisan tariff! commission. 


"The Republican party stands for 


the principle of protection. We musl 
apply that principle fairly, without 
abuses, in as scientific a manner &s 
possible, and congress should be aided 
by the investigations of an expert 
body. We stand for the safeguarding 
of our economic independence, for the 
development of American industry, 
for the maintenance of American 
standards of living. We propose that 
in the competitive struggle that la 
about to come the American working- 
man shall not suffer. 


"Again we must build up our mer- 


chant marine. We need the encour- 
agement and protection of govern- 
ment for our shipping industry, but it 
can not afford to have the govern- 
ment as a competitor." 


Other Issues.

the days of the civil war. We renew 
our pledge to the ancient Ideal* of In- 
dividual liberty, of opportunity denied 
to none because of race or creed, of 
unswerving loyalty. We have a vi- 
sion of America prepared and secure; 
strong and just; equal to her tasks; 
an exemplar of the capacity and effi- 
ciency o! a free people. I Indorse the 
platform adopted by the convention 
feud accept its nomination."

Milk Ret*t|*s Howevrr Have Fallen 


• 
Ot CIuM to 3U per ctwt In 
Past Two We*k». 


Many milk 
producers in Licking 


county are 
beginning; 
to 
realize 


rather forcibly the relation between 
a hot dry spell and the production 
of milk; it might also be added that 
this matter has a very direct bear- 
ing on the size of the pay check re- 
ceived for the product. 
The 
milk 


distributors in the cities are already 
beginning to put forth unusual ef- 
forts to maintain their normal sup- 
ply of milk. 
Here and there appear 


to exist rumors of a milk famine. 


A milk famine in this district is 


not probable. 
A marked shortage, 


however, already exists. 
Milk 
re- 


ceipts have fallen off close to 25 per 
cent in the past two weeks. 
The maximum supply of milk is 


normally 
produced 
during; 
the 


months of May and June, the weath- 
er is then cool and the pasture is at 
its best, these two conditions being; 
both very favorable for the produc- 
tion of milk as the cow is comfort- 
able and has 
abundance 
to eat. 


thereby being in a condition to do 
a splendid amount of work. 


A shortage usually 
occurs to a 


greater or lesser extent during 
the 


months of July. August and possibly 
September. 
This shortage 
is 
ex- 


pected owing to the fact That as the 
weather becomes hoter and there is 
less rain, the grass does not grow 
s,o rapidly and the inroads of the 
cattle upon it become 
more 
and 


more apparent as the 
season pro- 


Stresses. 
In addition to 
this, 
fly 


tune comes and the cattle suffer to 
a greater or less extent 
from 
the 


lipat. the worry of the flies, and the 
decreased pasture. 
The present hot 


spell seems to be rather unusually 
severe and lately has been very dry, 
producing a more marked decrease 
in milk receipts 
locally 
than 
H 


usual at this season. 
There is no 


question but \Uiat the majority of 
herds in this Ucmity 
have 
exper- 


ienced a verj marked production in 
milk receipts The pastures are veri 
dry and in many instances eaten off 
almost to the ground. 
It is an encouraging fact that the 


recent 
developments of 
scientific 


dairying provide a remedy which to 
a very great extent will off-set this 
decrease in the flow of milk: on the 
other hand it is a lamentable fact 
that comparative^ hut a small pro- 
portion of dairymen have as yet put 
themselves in a petition to take ad- 
vantage of the 
information 
which 


modern practice has brought out. 


One of tbe chief troubles i* due 


to the- fact that many dairymen do 
not keep a tabulated record of the 
daily production ot the individuals in 
Iheiir herds. 
They are. therefore, 


not iu a position to detect shrink- 
ages until they become quite marked. 
The dairyman who weighs his pro- 
duct both as a total and from the 
individual cow, detects 
each claj's 
variation aud 
is. 
therefore, 
con- 


atantly on the alert to remedy any 
condition which leads to a falling off 
in his milk supply, cunseouently he 
is constantly protectn ^ t i e size, of 
his pay check. 
Cows are so constitute-! that they 


protect themselves beforo they pro- 
tect their owners, in other 
words, 


when the feed sets short and 
the 


conditions bad the first effect is no- 
ticed, not in the physical condition 
of the cow. but in the quantity of 
milk which he puts daily into the 
milk pail. In other words, her en- 
ergies are 
devoted, 
first, to the 


nourishment of her body and later to 
the creation of milk for the benefit 
of her owner. 
In view of this fact 


it would seem to be the 
desirable 


thing to call the attention of dairy- 
men to the necessity of studying the 
present condition of their herds. 


It would be advisable for farmers 


to go out and look 
over 
carefully 


their 
pasturefields. 
The 
press of 


work due to thp recent 
large 
hay 


harvest and other 
harvest 
labors, 


has undoubtedly distracted the atten- 
tion of many 
farmers temporarily 


from their chief sources of income, 
tlieir milking helrds. 
In this man- 
ner the condition of the pasture and 
of other features may ver> easih be 
overlooked, and while this is excus- 
able in a way it is inevitable bad 
results upon the total cafch raturns 
received from the 
farms 
for the 


year. 


If the pasture is short a systemat- 


ic basis of feeding should be imme- 
diately provided for. in 
order 
not 


only that the herd may keep up its 
tlow of milk, but also that they may 
not get out of the habit of milking 
on a large basis, as it might be diffi- 
cult to bring them back to a full flow 
of milk later after the present un- 
favorable conditions ha\e passed; in 
other words, according to the old 
saying, "it is better to lock the barn 
before the horse is stolen." 
Feed your cows as soon as they 


begin to need it and maintain their 
flow of milk to the highest degree 
consistent with an economic produc- 
tion. Silage is a splendid thing to 
reinforce pasture at such a time as 
this. 
Unfortunately many farmers 


are out of silage. It will be a wihe 
thing in planning for 
the 
coming 


year to have sufficient silage to run 
the herd nat only through the win- 
ter months, but also to take care, of 
the summer 
emergency during tin- 


next season. Now is the proper time 
to consider thin phase of the work. 


The corn crop is not yet harvested 


aud it nay still be possible for some

Second Year of'Great War; 


Entente Allies' Offensive 


on All Fronts Was Feature 


The following is a review of the 


principal 
operations of the 
armies 


euuasecl in the 
European 
war as 


collated by the Associated Press: 


The second year of the world war 


closes w i t h the "Battle of Europe." a 
concerted effort of the allies on three 
fronts to crush the ceutral powers, 
which has developed into a titanic 
struggle before which superlatives, 
already exhausted 
arc 
completely 


beggared. 


France and Great Britain in the 


west. Russia in the east. Italy in the 
south are hurling ivavp after wave 
of armed men on the Teutonic lines, 
together with an avalanche of shells 
and bombs as the 
world 
has not 


known up to the present time. 
For 


the first time the Teutons are. tem- 
porarily at least, on the defensive on 
the thousands of miles of the exist- 
ing battle fronts. 


The change in the situation which 


the year has brought is striking, al- 
though the results so far have been 
more potential and spectacular than 
radical. 
A year ago the Germans, 


continuing their great drive against 
the Russians, hurled the Slavs back 
along the entire eastern front, cap- 
tured Warsaw, the great fortresses 
of Kovno. N'ovo Georgievsk and Brest 
Litovsk and established lines far in- 
side Ru^ian territory 
which 
they 


maintained \irtually unbroken until 
within the last three months. 
They 


seized all Poland, a great 
slice of 


Russia to tbe ^uth of that country 
and expelled the invaders from Ga- 
licia and Uukowina. Field Marshals 
von Hindenburg and von Mackensen 
were the heroes of these great suc- 
cef-aes. 


On the western front the changes 


in position during the year were com- 
paratively small but the 12 months 
were marked by three events of in- 
terest. 
The battles of Champagne 


and Verdun and the opening of the 
great Franco-British offensive on the 
Somme took place in this period. 


The battle of Champagne opened 


on September 25. after a week's ter- 
rific bombardment ot the 
German 


lines by the French, 
British 
and 


Belgians. 
In a week of the bloodiest 


fighting that had been known up to 
that time the Allies announced that 
they had taken 
twenty 
miles 
of 


trenches, six towns aud 23,000 pris- 
oners. 
But here they halted. They 


could not break through the mighty 
German wall and the grim deadlock 
which marked the western front for 
bo many months was resumed. 
The 


Battle of Champagne marked the re- 
moval of Sir John French, the Brit- 
ish comander-inchief 
from the 
be- 


ginning of the war up to that time. 
In December, 1915. it was announced 
that he had resigned to take a home 
command and Sir Douglas Haig was 
appointed his successor. 


In sheer human interest the Bat- 


tle of Verdun probably surpasses all 
other individual' events of the war. 
On February 23 the German Crown 
Prince bega"n his ahsault of the his- 
toric 
"French 
fortress, 
known 


throughout many canturirs 
as 
the 


gateway to France. For five mouths 
(lie defenders withstood a storm at 
Hie fury of which the world 
stood 


aghast. Foot by foot, almost inch by 
inch, the Germans forged 
forward. 


with a reckless disregard 
of 
their 


lives, a tenacity and 
cool 
courags 


which was only 
equalled 
by 
the 


heroic determination of the French. 
On .Iniui .". an unofficial estimate of 
the German losses at Verdun placed 
the total at the appalling figure of 
450,000. The assailants fought their 
way to within about three and a half 
miles of the fortress, but for several 
weeks have reported no further pro- 
gress and the force of their attacks 
appears to have been lessened. 


The Franco-British offflnalv* 
on 


the Sommo opened on July 1, 1916. 
It was preceded by a bombardment 
of unparalleled duration and Intensi- 


t y , featured bv the appearance of new 
and gigantic British howitzers. Tuder 
tbie a'vvful hurricane of big gun fire 
the German 
t'im 
lino 
denfenses 


(•rumbled. 
When Hie 
British 
and 


French troop1- advanced they report- 
ed that thej found trenches in which 
there was not a single survivor, only 
the deart guarded the silent rifles and 
machine gun*. 
German 
first lines 


were carried over an extent of 23 
miles 
and 
the 
second 
positions 


pierced at certain points but up to

| the Germans to withdraw their main 
lines is concerned. Tlie fiebtiug has 
been of the bitterest possible descrip- 
tion and the reports of press corres- 
pondents at the front teem with ac- 
counts of the most amazing heroism 
and devotion 
on both sides. 
In- 


stances have been recorded of the 
sole survivor of a company, wounded 
snd without hope, who manned 
a 


machine gun and fought to the last 
amid the bodies of his comrades; of 
isolated detachments who stood off 
their foes 
for days until succor 


reached them or death; of captured 
surgeons who bound up the wounds 
of their captors; of heroic rescues of 
wounded comrades under fire and of 
countless similar deeds that thrilled 
the watching world. 


The first move in the great Allied 


offensive was 
not 
made 
by 
the 


Franco-British however, but by the 
Russians, 
on June 4, the troops of 


the Emperor Nicholas opened a tre- 
mendous assault on the Austro-Ger- 
man lines on a three hundred mile 
front 
extending 
from 
the Pripet 


marshes 
to Rumania. The Teuton 


lines held firm in the north but to 
the south General Brussiloff swept 
with irresistible force 
through tbe 


Austrian defenses, tearing a 
great 
sap about 
1'JO 
mile sin extent. 


Through this- the Russians poured. 
capturing Czernowitz, the capital of 
Bukowina and overruning the crown- 
land. The Austrian losses are 
de- 


clared to have 
been 
enormous, 
a 


month after the offensive began the 
Russians making anofficialannounce- 
Russians making 
an 
official 
an- 


nouncement that over 200.000 pris- 
oners had been taken and at least an 
equal number killed or wounded. 


As tbe offensive 
developed 
the 


Russians won new successes further 
north and at the clo&e of the 
war 


year are engaged in a mightly strug- 
gle for Lemberg, the capital of <Jali- 
cia. 
The fichting lias also extended 


to the extreme north, in the 
Itiira- 


Dvinsk region, but there the Ger- 
mans ha\e held their own and no 
decisive result has as yefr been gaitx- 
cd by either side. 


In another theatre of the war tne 


year was marked by other and im- 
portant Russian successes. 
Follow- 


ing the disasterb on the eastern front 
in the closing months of l«i;» the 
Grand Duke Nicholas was removed as 
Commander-in-Chief of the Russian 
armies and sent to take chaj^e of 
the operations against the Turks in 
the 
Caucasus. 
After 
monthH 
of 


preparation he began a great-drive 
across Armenia In January, 
1 !))>•, 


which resulted in thft capture of K/,- 
ernm and the port of Trebizond and 
expelled the Turks from the greater 
part of Armenia. 
After a compara- 


tive lull of some months- tbe Grand 
Duke renumcd his advance simultan- 
eous v,ith serious uprising 
a^at'ist 


the Turks by the Arabs in 
Arabia. 


The Arabs took the sacred city 
of 


Mecca, Jiddah and Talf and besieged 
Medina, tho city where Mohamuvid 
was buried and one of the 
holiest 


spots of the Mohammedan world. In 
the mean time the Russians 
took 


Mamakhatun and Balburt, but these 
operations have not yet reached a 
definite conclusion. 


Tn connection 
with the 
Turkish 


campaign the year saw a serious re- 
verse tor the Franco-British 
arm* 


and a less important, but highly dra- 
matic, disa'stei for the British. The 
disastrous atte.uiu of the French and 
British to force the Dardanelles and 
seize Constantinople was definitely 
abandoned in November, lit 15, and 
the allied troops withdrawn 
from 


the Gallipoli peninsula. About 1JO,- 
000 troops had been used iu the ven- 
ture, supported by a mighty fleet. 
Six battleships, me British and one 
French, were bent to the bottom as 
well as some minor craft and 
the 


casualties were jaofficially reported 
to be almost equal to 
the original 


number of the expeditionary force. 
This w«s the result of six months of 
bome of the most sanguinary light- 
ing of the war 


The second disaster of the Brit- 


ish was the 
surrender ot 
10.000 


troops under General Townshend to 
tne Turks at Kut-El-Amara on the 
Tigris- 
This expedition had made a 


sensational dash 
more 
than 
oOO 


miles up the rner in an attempt to 
seize Bagdad 
U was within 
ten 


miles of the city \\lit-n ic was decis- 
ively defeated by the 
Turks 
and 


forced to fall back 100 miles. Here 
it was surrounded and forced to sur- 
render after a relief force had made 
vain efforts at rescue. 


Two new nations entered the ranks 


of the belligerents during the year. 
Ou October 1 :. 131?, Bulgaria threw 
in her lot v i t a the Central Powers 
and on Marxh ''. llilG. Germany de- 
clared war on rortugal after the re- 
public had sei/cd all Geruiau ships 
interned in her ports. 
The entrain <• of Bulgaria into the 


arena was signalized by a combined 
assault on Strbia by Austria, Ger- 
many and Bulgaria which resulted 
in the compU to overwhelming 
ot 


the hopelessl> outnumbered Serbians 
aud the subjucation of their coun- 
try. 
The remnants of the Serbian 


army were dnven across the fron- 
tier into the wilderness of Albania 
whence they were rescued 
by 
the 


British, French and Italians. 
They 


were shipped to Corfu 
where 
they 


were reorganised and 
re-equipped 


and h.ter, ,to the number of about 
100,000. foiupcl the Franco-British 
forces at Saltoiiki. The survivors of 
the Gallipoli. campaign 
were 
also 


gathered at the Grecian seaport as 
well as a lar&e British army 
from 


Egypt. 
This combined force is esti- 


mated at fiOO.OOO men and is pre- 
sumably being held for an attempt 
to wrest Serbia from the Bulgarians. 


The principal success won by Aus- 


trian arms during the year was a 
great offensive undertaken against 
Italy in May. 
The Austrian forces 


swept the Italian invaders back over 
a wide stretch of 
country 
in 
the 


southern Tyrol, reconquered 
about 


270 square miles of Austrian terri- 
tory and carried the battle 
into 


Italy. The Italians rallied, however, 
and at the close of the 12 months 
had regained a 
large 
portion of 


ground and were vigorously press- 
ing a counter offensive in accord- 
ance with the plans of the entente 
for concerted action. 


On the sea the year witnessed an 


event of surpassing interest. 
The 


German ?rand fleet, steaming out 
from its mine fields and impregna- 
ble harbors at Kiel and Wilhelm- 
shaven. engaged the British fleet in 
the mightiest naval battle of history. 


The battle was fought 
off 
the 


coast of Jutland on May 31. 
Its re- 


sults are so obscured by the con- 
flicting ilaims of 
the 
combatants 


that the> will probably not be defi-' 
nitely known until the war is over, 
if then. 
The Germans assert that 


the Briti-ii losses were far heavier 
than their-, and on that ground claim 
the victoiv. 
The British, denying 


greater lo-ses, point to the fact that 
they still control the seas as the 
basis of their right to the title of 
victors. 
London also 
claims 
that 


since tin battle 200 British ships, 
which had been tied up in Baltic 
ports since the beginning of the war, 
have been able to make their way to 
English ports unmolested by German 
warships. 
The German official account 
of

instructing strikes in munition fac- 
tories which had contracts with the 
allies and in endeavoring in 
other 


ways to interfere with this trade, i>or 
his activity in this respect the recall 
of Dr. Constantin Dumba. Austrian 
ambassador, was requested by Presi- 
dent Wilson in September.

On .Tune 30 a British 


government estimate of German cas- 
ualties, stated to have been compiled 
from official German casually Hats, 
gave the total of 3,012,837. As alt 
the belligerents have ce*Md issuing 
casualty lints for public consumption 
the exact figures for any country an: 
unavailable. 
As to the money question figures 


are more reliable but atlll vague. They 
present eumv which uro so 
beyond 


anything previously known to inter- 
national finance, so Impossible of any 
human comparison that they become 
little more than a Jumble of figures. 
In March Dr. Karl Helferrlch, Secre- 
tary of the Imperial Treatury of Oer-

Representatives of the federal dis-
